“No vehicle having a flang, rib 
clamp or other device attuched to its 
wneels or made a part thereof which 
will injure the road shall be operat 
ed or moved upon or over any high- 
way or rvad without the owner hav- 
in first obtained a permit.” “The 
Council of any municipality may, by 
by-law, provide that such a permit 
may be issued by any officer of the 
corporation named therein.” “That 
the anunicipal corporation or other 
authority may require a bond sut- 
ficient to cover the cost of repairing 
possible injury to the highway or 
road.” “Provided, however, that 
these regulations shall not apply to a 
vehicle to be operated upon or over 
any highway or road for road con- 
struction purposes, or for the move- 
ment of threshing outfit plowing 01 
similar equipment, or to any such 
vehicle being casually operated with 
out Joad.” 

Section 4 of By-law No, 4, of the 
Municipal District of Blackfoot, No 
218, reads: 

..o person shall drive a tractor 1 
other heavy vehicle having wheels 
equipped with angle cleats, lugs 0} 
studs over any wooden crossing, cul- 
vert or bridge without first laying 
down plank under the wheels to pro 
tect such crossing, culvert or bridge 
from damage.” = The question was 
then discused.

NEWSPAPER LAW

Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1, A postmaster is required tc 
give NOTICE BY LETTER (return. 
ing the paper does not answer the 
law), if the subscriber does not take 
the paper out of the office and states 
the reason for its not being taken, 

Any neglect to do so makeg the post 


master responsible to the publisher 
for payment, 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount, whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not, There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post oflice, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether he 
has subscribed or not is responsible 


for payment. 

4. Ifa subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
tukes it out of the post office, This 
follows the sound principle that a 
man must pay for what he uses.
